Harry E. Carbaugh, near Gettysburg, 


has had his full share of experinces on the 
western front. Last summer he'enlisted 
in the medical corps of the 4th Inf., dur- 
ing its stay at Gettysburg. Part of a let- 
ter to his mother follows: 


"I had a horse shot from under me 


while riding through a barrage of artillery 
fire to locate a first-aid station. I got hit 
by a piece of explosive, but nothing ser- 
ious. When the explosive hit the horse, I 
was riding as fast as he could run. When 
the animal fell I jumped and crawled for 
a dugout in a bank in the field. The con- 
cussion knocked me out for a while but 
after I came to my senses again I had 
some of the most beautiful dreams of my 
past life. 
After getting up and looking 


out of my dugout, like a groundhog look- 
ing out of his den, to see what was going 
on, I saw my horse down on his knees 
fuffering with pain from a big shot thru 
his stomach, one through his hind quar- 
ters, and one through bis front knees 
I 


crawled out to him and got my saddle 
and bridle off, and with my revolver shot 
him in the head to stop his sufferings. 


"Bushman, from GeLtysburg, who is in 


my outfit, was gassed while treating 
wounded men. He was sent back to a 
base hospital 
I got a dose of gas, but 


got rid of it, and took some soda bicarb. 
Although I am sore on my lungs I do not 
think it will last long."

Since then they have taken the most 
glorious part in the second battle of 
the Marne, rivaling French troops in 
ardor and valor.

War Makes New Demand. 


The shipbuilding program of the gov- 


ernment has enormously increased the 
demand for treenails, or "trunnels," 
v> hich are used in wooden ships much 
PS dowels were used in old-fashioned 
frame-construction work.

Stars of Gold 


Bands to be Worn on Arm by 
Those Who Have Lost Near 
Relatives in War. 


Marked Variation in Yield 
Of Income and Profits for 
Different States This Year 


War department officials who have 
been consulted in regard to the black 
band with gold stars to be worn on 
the left arm by those who have lost 
relatives in the war recommended that 
the gold star of the navy, Fifteen-six­ 
teenths of an inch in size, which may 
he purchased at any army or navy 
equipment store, be appliqued by hand 
on a band of broadcloth or other suit­ 
able material. 
The use of the reg­ 
ulation broadcloth is not obligatory, 
however, and the insignia may be made 
at home. 
The band Is to be of black, three 
inches wide, the stars, .one for each 
member of the family lost, to be of 
gold, of gilded metal, satin, or#of cloth, 
or may be embroidered in yellow silk 
or gold thread. T!ie badge will not be 
patented and will not be commercial­ 
ized.

J ed to $30,000.000.

Acting on information that the 
New* York city district is a “Mecca 
for freight car robberies,” Phillips J. 
Doherty, manager of the property pro­ 
tection section of the law division of 
the railroad administration, is con­ 
ducting a personal “clean up” from the 
metropolis. 
Dolierty announces that the cam­ 
paign is national and that concerted 
nothin already had accomplished im­ 
provement in big centers, such as Chi­ 
cago, St. Louis and Memphis. Accord­ 
ing to Doherty, however, “the most 
diillcult and most important situation 
exists in New? York,” 
Enormous Increase In Robberies. 
The 
work 
of 
breaking 
up 
the 
freight thieves involves, besides the 
co-ordination of the police forces of 
the railroad organization, the thorough 
and active co-operation of pence of­ 
ficers in all the cities, towns and vil­ 
lages, as w’cll as of railroad employees. 
Manager Doherty, who lias made a 
close study of freight stealing, de­ 
clares that the robbery of freight c a rs 
has increased enormously in the last 
few years. 
He cites an official report 
that 1010 losses amounted to more than 
$10,000,000, increasing to fully $*'0.000,- 
000 in 1017. 
It is his opinion that the 
losses for 101S may reach $3S,000.000. 
Corrective 
measures have moved 
rapidly. 
In a fewT months more than 
300 individuals have been indicted and 
several long penitentiary terms have 
been imposed. 
Among those found 
guilty were tw’o policemen in a West­ 
ern city, who were arrested in full 
uniform while conniving at the rob­ 
bery of freight cars.

DOING WAR WORK 


'‘Woman*’ on British Decoy Ship 
Decorated for Outwitting 
Germans. 


BLOWS 
UP THE U - BOAT 


Interesting Revelations Made Regard­ 
ing Work of British Mystery Ships 
Which Play Important Part In 
Anti-Submarine Warfare. 


London*—Interesting revelations re- 
pnrding the work of British mystery 
ships which have played nn Important 
part in antisubmarine 
warfare 
are 
made hy the naval correspondent of 
too Times. 
They show how British 
seamen have met German craft and 
cunning with British craft and cun- 
Ding. 
Until this week the public has known 
nothing 
about 
the 
mystery 
ships 
known in the navy as the “Q” ships, 
although several officers, notably Oapt, 
Gordon Campbell, have been decorated 
for their services on those vessels. De­ 
tails now can be made public, as the 
Germans are becoming aware through 
bitter experience of the methods used 
against them. 
"Baby” Blows Up Diver. 
How a “woman and baby” accounted 
for a U-boat is told by the correspon­ 
dent. 
The submarine ordered a vos- 
Bel to surrender and fired a few shells 
Into it. The boafs then left the ship, 
leaving on board a woman who ran up 
and down the deck with a baby in her 
arms, as if mad. 
The U-boat came alongside the ves­ 
sel and the woman hurled the “baby** 
Into the open hatch. 
The “baby” ex­ 
ploded and blew out the bottom of the 
submarine. 
The “woman” was deco­ 
rated with the Victoria cross. 
The correspondent says that the first 
mention of a mystery ship was in the 
case of the Baralong, which on August 
19, 1015, sank a U-boat after the tor­ 
pedoing oi the British liner Arabic. 
It will be remembered, he says, that 
the German government protested that 
there was nothing to indicate the Barn- 
long’» warlike character. 
The Bara- 
Jong case was probably not the first 
In which a ruse was used, and s5ncc 
then the disguising of armed vessels as 
Innocent merchantmen for dealing with 
submarines has attained considerable 
dimensions. 
“Howls and moans,” adds the naval 
correspondent, “went up In Germany 
about the treachery of British seamen, 
but the German allegations curiously 
ceased at the beginning of 1010. These 
allegations afforded a typical example 
of German mentality, for they ignored 
the fact that in every case the U-boat 
wap an actual or potential assailant 
and any ruse of war is considered legit­ 
imate by them except when employed 
against Germany.” 
It should not be forgotten, he con­ 
tinues, that the Germans designed 
mystery ships for commerce destrue 
tion. The British commanders showed 
much ingenuity In devising plans for 
trapping submarines. 
Haystack Is Floating Fort. 
In addition to the “woman and baby“ 
case, the correspondent mentions the 
story of a retired admiral, serving as 
a captain, who placed a haystack on 
board an ancient-looking craft. When 
the U-boat ordered her to surrender 
the Germans were astonished to re­ 
ceive n broadside from the haystack.

National Tuberculosis Association Asks for Plans for 
Cheaper Hospital Buildings 


Need for increase of hospital facilities to accommodate tuberculous 
persons, said to number more than à million in the United States, is 
asserted in a statement issued by the National Tuberculosis association. 
The rtatement says in part:

“It was recently reported, that the capital issues committee would 
probably not approve anything except the most inexpensive temporary 
structuics. The association feared it might mean the holding up for the 
duration of the war of any increase in hospital accommodations. 
“Something more than a million persons are now suffering from this 
disease in the United States, and the previous shortage in accommodations 
has been rendered more acute by the problem of providing proper care 
for men rejected in the draft. 
“We have gone into the question with the capital issues committee 
and find that the attitude of its members is one of open-mindedness. The 
committee does not pass upon building projects which do not require the 
issuance of bonds, or those which can be covered by capital issues not 
exceeding $100,000. Permanent structures may be approved if the differ­ 
ence in cost is not too large. 
“Flan? and estimates as to the most economical types of permanent 
buildings and of practicable temporary structures have been requested, 
to submit to the capital issues committee.

Favorite Dishes. 
We cannot all like these dishes 
equally well; but no doubt we may 
find one of which we may approve. 


Flank Steak. 
Take one and a quarter pounds of 
flank steak, slash with a sharp knife 
on both sides, sprinkle with flour, a 
half-teaspoonful of curry powder, salt 
and pepper to taste. 
Pound these sea­ 
sonings well into the meat and then 
put into a hot frying pan with a ta­ 
blespoonful of sweet fat. 
Add two 
cupfuls of water, cover and let sim­ 
mer slowly for an hour, adding more 
water as needed. 
If cooked at a low 
temperature the meat will be tender 
and juicy with a rich brown gravy. A 
delicious sauce to serve with this is 
creole sauce. 


Creole Sauce. 
Slice fine two medium sized onions, 
tw’o green peppers, two ounces oC 
lean ham and a clove of garlic. Fry 
five minutes and then add half a can of 
tomatoes, two bay leaves, four cloves 
and eight allspice. 
Let come to the 
boiling point, thicken slightly with 
cornstarch, cook until smooth, add a 
dash of red pepper or a fresh one fine­ 
ly chopped. 
Mushrooms will improve 
the sauce, not adding to the expense 
if gathered from the fields. 


Orange and Lemon Sherbet. 
To the juice and rind of three or­ 
anges and one lemon add a cupful of 
honey and a pint of cream; freeze.as 
usual. 
For very nice occasions serve 
in halves of oranges or of grapefruit. 


Cream Torte. 
Boat the yolks of six eggs, add a 
cupful of sugar and three tablespoon- 
fults of fine bread crumbs wiiich have 
been sifted,- with a teaspoonful of 
baking powder. 
Add a half-pound of 
dates, cut fine; a half j)ound of wal­ 
nuts and the wTell-beaten whites of the 
eggs. 
Flavor with spices and bake 
in layers. 
Put together with sweet­ 
ened and flavored wiiipped cream. 


Pineapple, Fluff. 
Beat the whites of three eggs un­ 
til stiff, add three tablespoonfuls of 
grated pineapple. 
Beat together and 
put into slightly buttered cups. Partly 
fill the cups and set them In hot water 
and bake a light browrn. 
Turn out of 
the cups and serve with wiiipped 
cream. Garnish with a little preserved 
pineapple. 


Codfish a la Mode. 
Take a cupful of shredded codfish, 
two cupfuls of mashed potatoes, a pint 
of milk and two eggs wfell beaten, a 
half cupful of sweet fat and pepper 
and salt; mix w?ell and bake in a but­ 
tered baking dish 20 minutes. 


New Erie Canal, 340 Miles 
Long, From Troy to Buffalo 


The newT Erie canal extends across 
New York state from Troy to Buffalo, 
a distance of 340 miles. From Troy it 
follows the line of the Hudson river to 
Waterford. 
Turning west it follows 
4he line of the Mohawk river to a point 
beyond Little Falls. West of this point 
it follows the route of the old canal, 
but passes north of Utica on a new 
line, thence south of Rome and through 
Oneida lake. From there it follows the 
Oneida river to the Seneca river at 
Three River point, and on through the 
Clyde river to a point east of Lyons. 
From there the old canal route is fok, 
lowed beyond Pittsford.

Signs Forbidding Peasanti 
From Taking Potatoes, Plan 
To Indue« Eating of Tuber« 


Although potatoes were early intro­ 
duced into Europe by the Spaniards» 
they did not come in quantity for many 
years. The English found them in Vir­ 
ginia, but it is believed that the Span­ 
iards brought them to that colony from 
further south. 
The first attempt to introduce them 
into France was due to a w’ell-know’n 
scientific authority named Parmenticr. 
This was in the seventeenth century, 
says Popular Science Monthly. He im­ 
ported some of the plants, set them out 
In a field near Paris, and by means of 
learned pamphlets and talk with the 
people tried to have the new vegetable 
brought into cultivation and the mar­ 
ket. 
But it w?as all in vain. Potatoes did 
not prove attractive, and when the 
planted ones matured it seemed that 
they would rot In the ground on ac­ 
count of the prejudice against them. 
Then some wise man who knew hu­ 
man nature—a student of psychology, 
with practical ideas—suggested that 
peasants could not be made to try 
potatoes by persuasion, but might be 
led to adopt them if they W’ere forbid­ 
den to eat them. 
His idea w*as adopted. Many signs 
w*ere painted and erected in plain sight, 
forbidding under severe penalties any­ 
one from taking any potatoes from 
the field. 
The peasants at once began to raid 
the hills, and before long most of the 
ripe tubers wrere stolen and eaten with 
relish. 


Automatic Soldier Made 
Of Steel Shoots 400 Shots 
In Any Desired Direction 


“An automatic soldier” is one of the 
latest developments in weapons of war. 
A Danish engineer has recently taken 
out a patent for an apparatus to which 
he has given this name. It consists of 
a steel cylinder normally within a larg­ 
er cylinder, the whole being sunk into 
the ground vertically. By means of a 
mechanism operated by wireless, the 
inner cylinder rises to a height of IS 
inches from the ground and simultane­ 
ously an automatic rifle mounted on tho 
inner cylinders fires 400 shots in any 
given direction. 
The “automatic soldiers” can be con­ 
trolled from a central position some 
four or five miles behind the line of * 
defense, according to the inventor.

To Induce Eating of Tubers 


Although potatoes were early intro- 


duced into Europe by the Spaniards, 
they did not come ill quantity for many 
years. The English found them in Vir- 
ginia, but it is believed that the Span- 
iards brought them to that colony from 
further south. 


The first attempt to introduce them 


into France was due to a well-known 
scientific authority named Parmentier. 
This was in the seventeenth century, 
says Popular Science Monthly. He im- 
ported some of the plants, set them out 
in a field near Paris, and by means of 
learned pamphlets and talk with the 
people tried to have the new vegetable 
)rought into cultivation and the mar- 


But it was all in vain. Potatoes did

"An automatic soldier" is one of the

New Erie Canal, 340 Miles 


Long, From Troy to Buffalo 


The new Erie canal extends across 


New York state from Troy to Buffalo, 
a distance of 340 miles. From Troy it 
follows the line of the Hudson river to 
Waterford. 
Turning west it follows 


4he line of the Mohawk river to a point 
beyond Little Falls. West of this point 
it follows the route of the old canal, 
but passes north of Utica on a new 
line, thence south of Rome and through 
Oneida lake. From there it follows the 
Oneida river to the Seneca river at 
Three River point, and on through the 
Clyde river to a point cast of Lyons. 
From there tho old canal route is fol- 
lowed beyond Pittsford. 
Here the 


channel leaves the old route, crosses 
tbc Genesee river about a mile south 
of Rochester, joins the line of the old 
canal a few miles vest and continues 
through the old channel to and through 
Tonawanda creek to Tonawanda on the 
Ningarn river, which is followed to 
Lake Erie at Buffalo.

Tho knack of making fire with two 


pieces of dry wood I had often read 
about, but I had never put it to a ttst 
and for various reasons I concluded 
that iC: would be unsafe for me to 
build a fire even if I had matches. In 
the Srst place, there was no absolute 
need for it. I didn't have anything 
to cook nor utensils to cook it in even 
if I had. 
While the air was getting 


to be rather cool at night, I was usu- 
ally on the go at that time and didn't 
notice it.

jjelgian peasant would have been feas- 
ible, but when I was willing to take 
the chance of approaching anyone, it 
was just as easy to ask for food as 
matches. 


It the second place, it would have 


been estreaiely dangerous to have 
built a fire even if I had needed it. 
You can't build a lire in Belgium, 
which is the most thickly populated 
country in Europe, without everyone 
knowing it, and I wa« far from ans- 
ious "to advertising my whereabouts. 


The villages in that part- of Bel- 


gium through which I was making my 
course were so close together that 
there was hardly ever an hour passed 
without iny hearing some clock strike. 
Every village has its clock. 
Many 


times I could hear tba clocks striking 
In two villages at the same time. 


But the hour had very little interest 


to me. My program v*s to travel as 
Cast as I could from sunset to sunrise 
and pay no attention to the hours in 
between, and in the ssytime I had 
only two things to worry about: keep 
concealed and get as much sleep as 
possible. 


The cabbage that I got in Belgium 


consisted of the small heads that the 
peasants had not cut. All the strength 
had concentrated in thes^f little heaots 
and they would be as bitijpr as gall. I 
rt-ould have to bo pretty hungry to- 
day before I could ever eat cabbage 
again and the same observation ap- 
plies to carrots, turnips and sugar 
)eets — especially sugar beets. 


It is rather a remarkable thing that 


coday even a smell of turnips, raw or 
:ookcd, makes me sick, and yet a few 
short mouths ago my life depended 
apf>;i them. 


Night after night as I searched for 


food, I was always in hopes that I 
might come upon some tomatoes or 
celery — vegetables 
which 
I 
really 


.iked, but with the exception of once, 
Nhen I found some celery, I was never 
so fortunate. 
I ate so much of the 


celery the night I came upon it that 
[ was sick for two days thereafter, 
but I carried several bunches away 
with me and used to chew on it as I 
walked along. 


Of course, I kept my cjes open all 


the time for fruit trees, but apparently 
it was too late in the year for fruit, as 
all that I ever was able to find were 
two pears, which I got out of a tree. 
That was one of my red-letter days, 
but I was never able to repeat it. 


In the brooks and ponds that I 


passed I often noticed fish of different 
kinds. That was either in the eariy 
morning. just before I turned in for 
the day, or on moonlight nights when 
the water seemed -ns clear in spots 
as in the daytime. It occurred to me 
that it would be a simple matter to rig 
a hook arJ line and catch some fish, 
but I hat. no means of cooking them 
and it was useless to fish for the sake 
of it. 


Ono ni~ut in Belgium my course 


took me through a desolate stretch of 
country which seemed to bo absolutely 
uncultivated. 
I must have covered 


twelve miles during the night, without 
passing a single farm or cultivated 
field. My stock of turnips which I 
had picked the night before was gone 
nnd I planned, of course, to get enough 
to carry me through the following 
day. 


The north Star was shining brightly 


night and there was absolutely 


cast or to the west I could hear 
faintly the striking of village bells, 
and I knew that if I • changed my 
course I 
would 
undoubtedly strike 


farms and vegetables, but the North 
Star seemed to plead with me to'fol- 
low it and I would not turn aside, 


Tvhen daylight came, the conse- 


quence was I was empty handed and I 
had to find a hiding place for the day. 
I thought I would approach the first- 
peasant I came to and ask for food, 
but that day I h£.d misgivings—a 
hunch—that I TOuIJ get into trouble 
if I did, and I decided to go without 
food altogether for that day. 


It was a foolish tiling to do, I found, 


brcause I not only suffered greatly 
from hunger all that day, but it inter- 
fered with my sleep. I would drop off 
to sleep for half an hour, perhaps, 
and during that time I would dream 
that I was free, back home, living a 
life of comparative ease, and then I 
would wake up w ith a start and catch 
a glimpse of the bushes surrounding 
me, feel the hard ground beneath me 
end the hunger pangs gnawing at my 
sides, and then I would realize how 
Xar from home I really was, and I 
would lie there and wonder whether 
I would ever really see my home 
agnia. Then I would fall asleep again 
and dream this time, perhaps of the 
days I spent in Courtrai, or my leap 
from the train window, of the Bava- 
rian f)ilot whom I sent to eternity in 
my last air light, of my tracer'bullets 
getting closer and closer to his head, 
and then I would wake up again with 
a siart and thank the Lord that I was 
only dreaming it all again instead of 
living through it!* 


Th>t night I got an early start be- 


cause I knew I had to have food, and 
I decided that rather than look for 
vegetables I would take a chance and 
apply to the first Belgian peasant 
whom I came to. 


It was about S o'clock when I came 


to a small house. I had picked up a 
heavy stone and had bound it in my 
handkerchief and I was resolved to use 
it as a weapon if it became necessary. 
After all I had gone through, I was 
resolved to win my liberty eventually 
at whatever cost. 


As it happened, I found that night 


the first real friend I had encountered 
ia all my traveling. When I knocked 
timidly on the door, it was opened by 


potatoes and several slices of stale 
bread, and he warmed me sonic milk 
on a small oil stove. 


I ate ravenously and all the time I 


was engaged I knew that he was eye- 
ing me closely. 


Before I was half through he came 


over to me, touching me on the shoul- 
der, and stooping over so that his lips 
almost touched niy ear, he said in 
broken English. 
"You are an Eng- 


lishman—I know it—and you can hear 
and talk if you wish—am I not right?" 


There was a smile on his face and 


a friendly attitude about him that told 
me instinctively that he could be 
trusted, and I replied: "You have 
guessed right—only I am an Ameri- 
can, not an Englishman." 
lie looked at me pityingly and filled 


my cup again with warm milk. 


His kindness and apparent willing- 


ness to help me almost overcame me, 
and I felt like warning him of the 
consequences he would suffer if the 
Huns discovered he had befriended 
me. I had-heard that twenty Belgians 
ha* been shot for helping Belgians 
to escape into Holland, and I hated 
to think what might happen to this 
good old Samaritan if the Huns ever 
knew that he had helped an escaped 
American prisoner. 


After my meal was finished, I told 


him ID as simple language as I could 
command of some of the experiences 
I had gone through and I outlined my 
future plans. 


"You will never be able to get to 


Holland," he declared, 
"without a 


passport. The nearer you get to the 
frontier the more German soldiers 
you will encounter, and without a 
passport you will be a marked uuin." 


I asked him to suggest a way by 


which I could overcome the difficulty. 


He thought for several moments 


and studied me closely all the time— 
perhaps endeavoring to make abso- 
lutely sure that I was not a German 
spy—and then apparently deciding in 
my favor, told me what he thought it 
was best for me to do. 


"If you will call on this man" 


(mentioning the name of a Belgian in 


, a citv through which I had to 


pass), he advised, "you will be able to 
make arrangemcats with him to se- 
cure a passport, and he will do every- 
thing he can to get you out of Bel- 
gium."

He told me where the man in ques- 


tion could be found and gave me some 
useful directions to continue my jour- 
ney, and then he led me to the door, 
I thanked him a thousand times and 
wanted to pay him for his kindness 
and help but he would accept nothing. 
lie did give me his name and you may 
be sure I shall never forget it, but to 
mention it here might, of course, re- 
sult in serious consequences for him. 
When the war is over, however, or the 
Germans are thrown out of Belgium, 
I shall make it my duty to find that 
kind Belgian if I have to go through 
again all that I have suffered already 
to do it. 


way, I could cover two or three miles 
in the daytime and gain just so much 
time. 
Traveling through the wood 


would be comparatively safe. 
There 


was a railroad 
going 
through the 


wood, but I did not figure that that 
would make it any the less safe. 


About three o'clock that afternoon, 


therefore, I emerged from my hiding 
place and hurried into the wood.

She could not speak English and 1 


cou'd not sp<?ak Flemish, of course, 
but nevertheless I made her under- 
stand that I wanted something to eat. 
She came out of the door and hol- 
loed for her husband in a shrill voice 
that would have doue credit to a girl 
of eighteen. 
Tho old man came in 


from the garden and between the two 
of them they managed to get the idea 
that I was hungry and they gave me 
a piece of bread—a very small piece—- 
which was quite a treat. 


The house they lived in consisted of 


just two rooms—the kitchen and a 
bedroom. 
The kitchen was perhaps 


fourteen f.»ct square, eight feet ol 
one side 1 oing taken up by an enor- 
mous fireplace. What was iu the bed- 
room I h.'J no way of telling, as I 
did not d; re to be too inquisith e. 


I made the old couple understand 


that I wou'd like to stay in their house 
all night, but the old man shook his 
head. I bade them good-by and dis- 
appeared into the woods, leaving them 
to specul itc as to the strange for- 
eigner th"y had entertained.

CHAPTER XI. 


I Encounter German Soldiers. 


What the Belgian told me about 


the need of a passport gave "infc fresh 
cause for worry.

fear of identifying some of the people 
there who befitended me—I would 
proceed with the utmost precaution.

confident fiame of mind that followed 
the earlier one. 
I was sure I had

Suppose tho soldier had questioned 


me! The ruse I had been following 
in my doalmss with the Belgian peas- 
ants—pretending 
I was deaf 
and 


dumb—might possibly have worked 
here, too, but a soldier—a German 
MiUUer—iiaght not so easily have been 
tooled. 
It was more than an even 


chance that it would have at least 
aroused his suspicion and resulted in 
turther investigation. 
A search of 


my clothing would have revealed a 
dozen things which would have estab- 
lished my Identity and all my sham- 
ming of deafness would have availed 
me nothing. 


As I wandered along I knew that I 


was now approaching the big city 
which my Uolalnn friend had spoken 
of and which I would have to enter 
if 1 was to get the passport, and I 
realised now how essential it was to>

plight—then,

but now 1 had to ri-k my life and 
take what was coming to me without 
a chance to strike a blow in my own 
defense. 


I shall never forgot my fcolings as 


we cume w i t h i n the shaft of light pro- 
jected by that great arc light nor the 
laces of those three guards as we 
passed by them. I didn't look directly 
at them, but out of tho corner of my 
eye I no\er misled a detail. I held a 
handkerchief up to my face as w a 


—I knew it from its red lights—and 
on the other side of the street were 
two 
German soldiers 
in 
uniform 


leaning against a bicycle. 


Here was a problem which called 


for instant decision; if I turned back 
the subpicion of the soldiers would 
be instantly aroused and if I crossed 
the road so as not to pass so closely 
to them they might be equally sus- 
picious. I decided to march bravely 
by the Huns, bluff my way through 
and trust toe Providence. If anybody 
imagines, however, that I was at all 
comfortable as I approached these 
soldiers, he must think I am a much 
braver man than I clalnr to be. My 
heart beat so loud I was afraid they 
would hear it. Every step I took 
brought me so much nearer to what 
might prove to be the end of all my 
hopes. It was a nerve-racking ordeal. 


I was now within a few feet of 


them. Another stop and— 


They didn't turn a hair! I passed 


right by them—heard what they were 
snying, although, of tourso, I didn't 
understand it, and went right on. I 
can't say I didn't walk a little faster 
as I left thorn behind, but I tried to 
maintain an even gait so as not to 
give thorn any idea of the inward, ex- 
ultation I was experiencing. No words 
can explain, however, how relieved I 
rr-ally felt—to know that I had suc- 
cessfully passed through the first of 
a series of similar tests which I real- 
ized were in store for me—although 
I did not know then how soon I was 
to be confronted with the second. 


As it was, however, the incident 


gave rne a world of confidence. 
It 


demonstrated to me that there was 
nothing in my appearance at any rate 
to attract the attention of the German 
soldiers. Apparently I looked like a 
Belgian pfusant, and ii' could only 
work things so that I would never 
have to answer questions and thus 


anus or other weapons, then place 
me under arrest and march me off to 
the guardhouse. I had not the slight- 
est idea but that I was captured and 
there didn't sconi to be much use in 
resisting, unarmed as I was and with 
two other German soldiers within a 
few feet of us. 


Like a flash it suddenly dawnod on 


mo, however, that for all this soldier 
could have known I was only a Bel- 
gian peasant and that his object in 
searching me, which he proceeded to 
do, was to ascertain whether I had 
committed the common "crime" 
of 


smuggling potatoes. 


The Belgians were allowed only a 


certain amount of potatoes, and it is 
against the laws laid down by the 
Huns to deal in vegetables of any 
kind except undor the rigid supervi- 
sion of the authorities. Nevertheless, 
it was one of the principal vocations i 
of the average poor Belgian to buy 
potatoes out in 
the country 
from 


peasants and thon smuggle them into 
the large cities and soil them clan- 
destinely at a high price. 


To stop this trutfic in potatoes, tho 


Gorman soldiers were in the habit of 
subjecting the Belgians to frequent 
.search, and I was being hold up by 
this soldier for no other reason than 
that he thought I might be a potato 
smuggler! 


He felt of my outside clothes and

seemed to be quite satisfied. Had he 
but known who I was he could have 
earned an iron cross! Or, perhaps, in 
view of the fact that I had n heavy 
water bottle in my uplifted hand, it 
might have turned out to be a wooden 


passed thofn and endeavored to imi- 
taje the slouching gait of the Belgians 
as well as I could, and apparently it 
worked. 
We walked right by those 


guards and they paid absolutely no 
attention to us. 


If ever a fellow felt like going down 


on his knees and prajing I did at that 
moment, but it wouldn't have done to 
show my elation or gratitude in that 
conspicuous way. 


It was thon well after 11 o'clock and 


I knew it would be unsafe for me to 
attempt to find a lodging place in the 
city, and the only thing for me to do 
was to locate the man whose name the 
Belgian had given me. He had given 
me a good description of the street 
and had directed me how to get there, 
and I followed his instructions closely. 


After walking the streets for about 


half an hour, I came upon one of the 
landmarks my friend l»ad described to 
me and ten minutes afterwards I was 
knocking at the door of the man who 
was to make it possible for me to reach 
Holland—and liberty! At least, that 
was what I hoped.
